| In this Chapter the Apoſtle treats largely 
of the Doctrine of the Reſurrection. A 


Doctrine of moſt comfortable Conſideration 


to mortal dying Men; and of mighty *. 
fluence to practical Godlineſs. He firſt prove 
the Reſurrection of Chriſt, by an Appeal 8 | 
TT Hundreds of then living Witneſſes, who. 
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had ſeen him alive after his Paſſion; and from 
thence he infers, and argues the future Re- 


ſurrection of All his People. To illuſtrate 
this Doctrine, he draws a Compariſon be- 


twixt Adam and Chrift : He repreſents them 
as two Originals, or Fountains, the one of 


Death; the other of Life: The one, the firſt _ 


Cauſe of Mortality and Dying ; the other, of 
a Reſurrection and immortal Life. By Man 


came Death, by Man came alſo the Reſurrefion 
of the Dead, ver. 21. that is, by Adam and by 


Chriſt; or, it follows in our Text, as in Adam 
all die, even ſo in Chriſt ſhall all be made alive. 
Eoth Death and Life are derived to us; one 
from the firſt Man, avho is of the Earth, earthy, 
the other from the ſecond Man, who is the Lord 


Nam Heaven, Some Difficulty is imagined 
in our Text, concerning the Extent of this 
Ruin, and this Salvation; or what is meant 
by ALL in both Claufes. ALL die in A. 
dam, ABL are mad alive in Chriſt, ALL 
in the former Clauſe, is generally ſuppoſed. 
to mean, all Adam's Poſterity; for the Ex- 
perience of many Ages lets us know, they 
are all Mortal, and that all die, except twWo 
or three, who, by ſpecial Favour, have been 


tranſlated to Heaven, without paſſing through 
the Gates of Death. But ALL, in the lat- 


ter Clauſe, cannot be underſtood in fo uni- 

verſal a Senſe, viz. that in Chriſt ALL are 
made alive. It is true, indeed, there /hall 

te a Reſurretlion of the Dead, both of the Juſt, 
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and Unjuſt. . All that die, ſhall be made alive 


in; but not in the Senſe of our Text, for 
they ſhall not all be made alive in Chrift.. 
It is moſt evident the Apoſtle is ſpeaking, in 
this Chapter, W e a happy Reſurrection: 
He treats of the Reſurrection, all along, un- 
der the Notion of a Privilege, and a Bleſſing: 
He deſcribes the Reſurrection Bodies, as be- 
ing vaſtly improved; as raiſed in Incorrup- 
tion, Power, and Glory. Whereas, though 


the Wicked ſhall be raiſed again, that will 
1 


be to them no Privilege, nor ng at all; 
nor ſhall they riſe in Glory, but in Vileneſs 
and Deformity ; not in Chriſt, as their Sa- 
viour, but they ſhall be raiſed by him as 
their Judge; not by virtue of their Union 


with hin, but merely by virtue of his Powder 
over them. How then are we to underſtand | | | 


it, that ALL ſhall be made alive in Chriſt} 
This Difficulty (however much has been 
made of it) will ſoon vaniſh, if you will at- 
tend to the Context; for there, you will ab- 
ſerve, the Apoſtle is ſpeaking of none hut true 
Believers in Chriſt. He confines his- whole 
Diſcourſe to their Caſe, and theirs onſy. The 
Perſons here ſpoke of, are thoſe who are fal 
len afleep in Chriſt, ver. 18. They are thoſe, 
who have Hope in Chr 4% ver. 19. They are 
ſuch, of whoſe Reſurrection the Reſurrection 
of Chriſt may he conſidered as the Fir- 
Fruit, which ſuppoſes their near Rae to

him, ver. 20. As for wicked Men, and Un- 
believers, the Apoſtle does not at all conſi- 


der their Caſe throughout this Argument. 


Al theſe, then, that is, all good People, who 
are the Faithful in Chriſt Jeſus, are the only 
Perſons of whom our Text ſpeaks, in both 
the Clauſes of it. All theſe die in Adam, and 
all theſe fam ſhall be made alive in Chriſt. 
This is the plain Senſe of the Text ; and this 
ives us a much eaſier Solution of the ſup- 
poſed Difficulty in it, than that which is 
commonly given, viz. that Adam and Chriſt 
being here conſidered as two fœderal Heads, 
ALL, in both Caſes, mean all that were re- 
preſented by them; that is, all Adam's na- 
tural Poſterity, in the firſt Clauſe; and all 
the ſpiritual Seed of Chriſt in the ſecond. I 
find the Text thus paraphraſed by a learned 
Commentator ®. As in Adam, all Men, pro- 
ceeding naturally from him, die; even ſo in 
Chriſt, ſhall all that are Partakers of his Na- 
ure and Spirit, be made alive. This no doubt 
is a Truth; but yet, I conceive, it is not the 
true Meaning of this Text ; for the Apoſtle's 
whole Diſcourſe here, is about Believers, and 
their Death, and Reſurrection, and not about 
any other Perſons. Theſe all die in Adam, 
as well as other Men, and all theſe ſhall be 
made alive in CHriſi. Wh, 
W ſhall now conſider both Parts of the 
Text diſtinctly. The one preſents us with

a dark Cloud of Providence; in the other 
we behold the bright Sun-ſhine of redeem- 


Ing and reſtoring Grace. In the one we 


have an Account of our Ruin and Death by 
Adam; in the other of our Reſtoration, and 


Life by Chrift. _ 


IN Adam oll die, that is the firſt Clauſe. 


Here let us conſider, what it is to die. From 


whence Death comes, or what is the Cauſe 


of Mens dying, —and how far, and wide, 


the Empire of Death extends; it reaches to 
all; that is, to all true Believers in Chriſt, 
as well as to the reſt of Mankind. 
FirsT, Let us acquaint ourſelves a little 
with Death, and learn, if we can, before» 
hand, what it is to die. The View which 


moſt Men have of Death is a great deal too 
narrow. They are apt to confine their 
Thoughts of it to one Circumſtance only, 
while others of far greater Moment are little 


conſidered. The moſt common Notion of 


dying is confined to animal Nature. To die 


is, for the Body to ceaſe to breathe, for the 


Pulſe to ſtop, and the Blood to ſtagnate; 
upon which it preſently grows cold, ſoon 
after putrifies, and at length reſolves itſelf 
into Earth and Duſt. So Man dieth, and fo 
dieth the Beaſt, and they have all one Breath e, 


which they expire and loſe in the article of 
Death. But there are other very ſolemn, 


and far more important Circumſtances, which 


attend 


© Feel, ii, 19. 
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attend the Death of Man, and which are pe- : 


euliar to his reaſonable Nature. Man has a 
rational and immortal Soul, which the Beaſts 
Haye not. His Death is the Separation of 
the Soul from the Body: It is ſtripping the 
Soul of its mortal Clothing.. Death pulls 
down that earthly Tabernado in which the 


Soul has dwelt for ſome time, and fends it 


away to another World. Thus Death is re- 
preſented in Scripture, vis. as a Departing 
from hence, and leaving this preſent World. 
Now letreſt thou thy Servant depart in Peace, 
faid good old Simeon“ and St. Paul defired to 


parts from the Body, and from this World 
at Death, and enters upon a new and ever- 


laſting State. I ben the Duft returns to the 


Earth as it was, the Spirit returns unto God 
aue gave 11; and is diſpoſed of by hirn, 


either into the upper or lower Region of the 


vaſt inviſible World. O my Friends, what 
a ſtrange new State will this be, to live with- 
oat our Bodies! We cannot fo much as gueſs 
how we ſhall feel ourſelves, when this mor- 


tranſported” without it into ,a quite new 
World, We know. little more of it at 
Tent, than only, in the general, that to ſome 


it will be à very joyful Change; for when 


holy' Souls depart from hence, they go to 


ret; they are admitted into the bliſsful

depart. and be with Cbriſt .. The Soul de- 


tal Clothing is ſtripped off, and our now 
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Preſence of God; and they dwell with An- 
els, among the rich Entertainments apqd _ 
lories of the Celeſtial World, But to others, 
Death will be a dreadful Change. No ſooner 
has the wicked Soul left its Body, but it finds 
itſelf in Hell, and in Jormentss; and this 
new State, which both one and the other 
enter upon at Death, is fixed, unalterable, 
and eternal. The Crows of Glory fadeth not 
away®, and the Fire of Hell ſhall never be 
quenched*, It is unalterable, I fay, with re- 
jpect to being happy, or miſerable. Thoſe, 
| who are happy immediately after Death, 
___- ſhall be happy for ever; and thoſe, who are 
. miſerable, ſhall be miſerable for ever: but 
; fill the Happineſs of the one, and the Miſery 
of the other, is capable of being increaſed; 
5 and both will be very much increaſed at the 
Day of Judgment. Holy and happy Souls 
will be ſtill more happy, when their Bodies 
+ fhall be reſtored to them, and be the Part- 
ners of their Bliſs. They ſhall receive a new # 
& Crown of Righteouſneſs and Life in that Dayk. 
And wicked and miſerable Souls will be ſtill 
more miſerable, when their wretched Bodies 
+ ſhall become Partners in their Torments. 
Ius we ſhould think of dying; not only 
as the Bodies expiring, and loſing its vital 
Breath, but as the Time, and Way, of the 
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Soul's Departure from the Body to another 


and unſeen World. | | 
Ir would make the Thought of Death 
{till more ſolemn and uſeful, did we further 


conſider, that it will put an end to our State 


of Trial, and prevent all further Preparation 
for that hernia World. Life is the time to 
ſerve God, to work out our own Salvation, 
and to get our Souls dreſs'd for Heaven. 


Death puts an end to every thing of that 


kind. There is no Work, nor Deviſe, nor 


Knowledge, nor Wi om, i in the Grave, whither 


thou 75 That is, there is no Place, nor 


Opportunity, after Death, to make any fur- 


ther Preparation for Eternity. All that can 
be done, muſt be done while we live: when 


once the Stroke of Death is ſtruck, it wilt 


be too late to think of altering our Con- 
dition; for all the Means, which God has 
provided for ſaving Sinners, and training 
them up for Heaven, are limited to this Life 
and World. | 

WII thus we mould think of Death, 


this it is to die: it is for the Body to loſe its 
vital Breath, and for the Soul to leave it, and 


remove to another World, where it will 
enter upon a new and unalterable State of 


Happineſs or Miſery; after which nothing 


can ever be done to change or better our

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SECONDLY, To enquire from whence Death 
comes, and what is the Cauſe of Mens dying. 
Our Text derives it from Adam, the firſt 
Man. In Adam all die. Not that he was the 
firſt Man that ever died, for his own Son Abel 
died before him; but he was the Occaſion, 
and what he did was the Cauſe of all Mens 
dying. How it was ſo, has been differently 
accounted for, by one and another of Adam's 
Poſterity. I will give you two different 
Accounts of this Matter: I ſuppoſe you will 
ſoon ſee the former is without a any Founda- 
tion in Scripture ; the latter is plain and 
Scriptural. 

1. THe firſt Account is, 7. Hat the forbid. | 
den Frui t, which Adam eat of, had ſome noxious 
poi ſonous Ruality, which brid Diftempers in his 
Body, and — it liable and ſubject to Death ; 
ang that he propagated theſe Diſtempers, and 
Seeds of Corruption, to his Poſterity, which 
made them all mortal. And thus, and no 
otherwiſe, ſome will tell us, did 41 die in 
Adam. I will not here enquire into the Phi- 
loſophy of this Notion, but only how it 
ſtands e Scripture: and, as far as I can 


judge, it will not ſtand with it at all; and 


in particular not with our Text, As in Adam 


4 all die, even so in Chrift ſhall all be made 


alive. 


The Manner and Cauſe of our dying 


in Adam, and the Manner and Cauſe of our 
Reſtoration to Life by Chrift, are here repre- 
Ss -

{ſented as alike, and much the fame: Now 
ſuppoſe we died in Adam, only by having 
our Bodies poiſoned with the forbidden 
Fruit, what Likeneſs or Reſemblance can be 
found, betwixt the Cauſe of out Death, and 
of our new reſtored Life, at the Reſur- 
rection? Surely none at all. If Chriſt had 
been a ſecond common Parent of Mankind, 
like Noab; and if he had propagated a per- 
fectly ſound and healthy Body to his Poſte- 
rity, which ſhould never have died; then 
indeed the Reſembiance would have held 
ſtrong, (upon the Notion of our being poi- 
ſoned by the forbidden Fruit) that as in Adam 
all died, W in Chriſt are all made alive. 
That is, as the firſt Adam propagated and 
conveyed a poiſoned, diſtempered, mortal 
Body to his Poſterity, ſo the ſecond Adam 
has propagated and conveyed a healthy and 
immortal Body to his Poſterity. But this 
was nothing like the Way that Chriſi took 
to repair the mortal Ruin of the Fall. Teſzs 
our Saviour had no natural Poſterity at all, 
nor have his People healthier Bodies than 
other Men; they all die as the reſt of Adam's 
Poſterity do; he has not provided them 
with any Remedies to expel the Poiſon, and 
make their Bodies immortal: and their fu- 
ture Reſtoration to Life will be effected im- 
mediately by his Power, and not by any 
thing like natural Propagation. Therefore, 
according to that Notion of our dying in 
| > . Aaam, 
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Fruit that he eat, J can make no Senſe of 
our Text; for I can find no ſuch Reſem- 


blance betwixt our dying in Adam, and our 
being made alive in Chriſt, as this Text in- 
timates there 1s. But, 


2. Tue is another more plain and ſcrip- 
tural Account to be given of this Matter, 


viz. That we all died in Adam, as our Fæde- 


ral or Covenant Head, who repreſented, and 
acted for, all his Poſterity ; That Death was 
inflicted upon him for the "Puniſh ment 0 7 his 
Sin, in eating the forbidden Bas, and that 


his Poſterity, being confidered in him, or as 


repre e y him, are alſo conſidered as 
involved in his Guilt, and therefore the ſame 


. Puniſhment of Death is inflicted upon them 


all, This is the ſcriptural Account; par- 
ticularly in Rom. v. where the Apoſtle 
makes Death to be the Fruit of Sin, and not 
the Effect of a natural Poiſon. By one Man 
Sin entred into the World, and Death by Sin, 
and fo Death paſſed upon all Men, for that all 
have ſinned, ver. 12. or rather, it ſhould be 
rendered, as in the Margin, in whom all have 


finned, that i is, in Adam, their common Pa- 
rent, and fœderal Head, That this was the 
Apoſtle” 8 Meaning, appears with abundant 
Evidence in ver. 14, where he ſays, that 
Death reigned from Adam to Moſes, over them 


that had not finned after the Simili tude of A- 
dam's T; rarſgrefion; meaning, no doubt, ſuch

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er committed aß actual Sin, as A. 
. An did; yet Death, which was the Puniſh- 
£ — I - ment of Sin, was inflicted even upon them; 
which plainly ſhews, they were conſidered 
as ſinning in Adam: And thus it is that i A. 
dam all died. Vet let none complain of hard 
Meaſure, that they were thus included in 
Adam, and loſt the Privilege of Immortality 
through his Fault. There is now no Rea- 
ſon for ſuch Complaint, fince God has gra- 
ciouſly appointed for us a ſecond fœderal 
Head, even his Son Jeſus Chriſt ; who, if 
we accept him as our Saviour, wil abun- 
dantly repair the whole Ruin of the Fall, 
and not only reſtore us to Immortality, but 
will beſtow upon us a better Life than that 
Which we loſt in Adam; ſo that it will be 8 
our own Fault, and not Adam's, if we do * 
not even yet obtain the Privilege of Immor- 
tality, and a far better Life than we loſt in 
him him. Novy i we take the Matter 1 in this Mo

yet, methinks, this Anſwer will N ſatis- 
fy; for Chriſt's doing as well for his People, 


is not doing the very thing that might be 
expected; this part of the Ruin of the Fall, 
vi. Subjection to Death, ſeems ſtill to re- 
main unrepaired; his ſanctifying Death, and 
bringing good out of it, is not aboliſhing 
Death. How then is the ſecond Adam a 
compleat Reſtorer and Saviour? Our Text 


will hint the true Solution of this Difficulty, 


Theſe all, who die in Adam, ſhall yet be made 
alive in Chriſt. Their Saviour will actually, 
in the proper time, aboliſh Death, and re- 
ſtore his People to the Priviledge of Immor- 
tality, in their whole Nature. He will not 
only give them ſome other Bleſſing, as good 
as Immortality, but the very Thing. And. 
as for what we call the Death of Believers, 
in the mean time, tis a different thing from

We read of a pre- 
ſent Life, which Chriſt beſtows upon his 
People, even while they are in this State of 
natural Mortality. ou hath he quickened, 
who were dead in Treſpaſſes and Sins, and the 
believing Romans are exhorted fo yi eld them- 
ſelves unto God, as thoſe that were alive from 
the Deadu. They had a new Life already, 3 
wiz. a Life of Righteouſneſs in their Delive- > 
rance from Guilt and Condemnation, and a 
Life of Grace and Holineſs in their Con- 4 
formity to God. But it is ſtill another ſort 5 
of Life, which our Text ſpeaks of: It is the 5 
Life of the Body which ſhall be renewed and 
reſtored to it -again after Death; for this 
Text lies in the midſt of a Diſcourſe con-

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cerning the Reſurrection of the dead Bodies 


of the Saints. Their Souls were made alive 


to God before ; in due time their Bodies ſhall 
be made alive alſo, and live for ever. 
Tax Notion which the Scripture gives us 


of the Reſurrection of the Saints, lies chiefly 


in the following Articles. 
1. THAT their dead Bodies ſhall be revived 
and united to their Souls again. Thoſe that 


* leep in the Duſt of the Earth ſhall awake, and 


come forth*. The very fame Body which 


the Soul inhabited, or actuated, in its mortal 


State, ſhall riſe again at the laſt Day. Some 
have, indeed, imagined that this Body ſhall 
be dropp'd for ever, and that God will make 
new and better Bodies for his People, in- 
ſtead of their old ones. But that would be 
rather a new Creation, than a Reſurrection. 
The Scripture conſtantly ſpeaks of the Re- 
ſurrection of the ſame Body. We wait for 
the Redemption of our BodyY. He ſhall change 
our vile Body*. Not only ſhall the Soul 


have A Body again, but its 97 Body. This 


Corruptible muſt put on Incorruption, and this 


Mortal muſt put on Immortality * The ve 
ſame Bodies that ſleep in the Grave, ſhall 
awake and come forth. And yet there is 


no need to ſuppoſe, that juſt the fame Quan- 
tity of Matter, of Fleſh and Bones, that was

How much ſhould we be con- 
cerned to riſe with Chriſt now unto New- 
neſs of Life ; for without that firſt Reſurrec- 
tion of our Souls, we never ſhall obtain a 
happy Reſurrection of our Bodies. Bleſſed 
and Holy are they that have Part in the firft 
Reo ation, on ſuch the ſecond Death has 
no Power . Their very Bodies ſhall be made 
alive in Chriſt, and raiſed to Immortali and 
Glory.

The 
Diſeaſes and Pains of the Body are grievous 
to the Spirit; and the Luſts of the Fleſh, are 
vexatious and teazing to a ſanctified Soul. 
But, Courage, O my Soul, may the Chriſ- 
te tian ſay, it will not be thus always; it will | 
« be much better at the Reſurrection ; wait 3 
« with Patience but a little longer, and bo- 
e dily Pains, and bodily Temptations, will 
<« be felt no more.” The Thoughts of Mor- 
tality, and the natural Fear of Death, is 
ſometimes ſhocking even to gracious Perſons. | 
The laying down our Bodies in the gloomy 
Manſion of Death, is a melancholy Scene to 
Nature, Not for that we would be unclethed, 
ſaid even the good and great Apoſtle St. Paul u. 
But the true Believer in Chriſt, has a Pro- 
ſpect beyond Death, which may very well 
balance all. Though the Soul and Body muſt 
part, the Separation will be only for a Sea- 
on; The Time will come, it will ſurely 
come, when the dead Bodies of the Saints 
hall be made alive again, and Death /hall be 
fwallroed up in Vittory. 8 


' Nor let us ſorrow, for deceaſed Chriſtian 
Friends, as others who have no Hope, They

them again ; not as we have ſeen them here, 
incompaſſed with Infirmities, and ſinking 
under the Burden of mortal Pains, and dying 
Agonies, but perfectly pure, ſtrong, and 
healthy, glorious, and immortal. There, in 
the other World, we hope to enjoy them 
again, without a Fear of parting from them 
any more. Let us comfort ourſelves, and one

I MAKE no doubt but many of you are 
now beforehand with me, in applying this 
Conſolation of our Text to the preſent Cir- 
cumſtance and Occaſion of our Sorrow, the 
Death of the Reverend Mr. Daniel Neal. 
His greateſt Honours. are to come, in that 
Day when he ſhall be made alive in Chriſt. 
Then the World will know his real Worth, 
far better than I, or than any Man can ap- 
priſe you of it now. But, in the mean time, 
Juſtice, as well as Friendſhip, demands, that 
we pay ſome due Honours to the Memory 
of ſo worthy and excellent a Man. 


Wien I ſpeak of Mr. Neal, I am ſatiſ- 


fied I name a Perſon whom Poſterity will 


know to have been a very conſiderable Man, 
whoſe Name will live in the uſeful Works 
he has publiſhed through many Generations. 
The ſame God that furniſned him with na- 
tural Abilities for eminent Service, took care, 
in his Providence, that his Genius ſhould be 

| _ cultivated 
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W by a liberal and learned Educa- 


tion. For though b:s Father and his Mother 
 forfuok bim, in his Childhood, being called 


away by Death, the Lord took bim up; 5 1 


raiſed him up another Father, as it were, in 


an Unkle; . — Care of his tender Vears, 


both as to his Health, and Education, he 
would often ſpeak of with Gratitude. 
Hz had hi 


he ſtaid till he was the head Scholar. There 
is a Foundation belonging to that School, 
upon which ſome of the head Scholars are 
elected to St. Jahns Callege in Oxford, where 
they have an Exhibition to ſupport them in 
their Studies. This was offered to Mr. Neal; 
but he choſe to follow the Leadings of his 
own Judgment, and (Conſcience, by de- 
voting himfelf to God, in the Work 25 the 
Miniſtry, amongſt the Proteſtant Diſſenters: 


therefore he declined that Offer, and re- 


moved from School, to a private Diſſenting 


Academy, which was kept in this City, by 


the Reverend Mr. Thomas Rowe; under whoſe 
Tuition he continued about three Years. But 
his” Thirſt after Knowledge, and his earneſt 
Defire of being thoroughly furniſhed for the 
9 Work he had devoted himſelf to, 
him to ſeek further Improvement 
mm Foreign Univerſities. Accordingly he re- 
moved to Holland, where he ſtudied two 
Years « at Uebe; and after that, one Year 
bp, at 


Learning, in Merchant Taylors School, where. 
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at Leyden, under the Inſtruction of the moſt 
celebrated Profeſſors of thoſe Univerſities. 
In the Year 1703, he returned to England; 


and ſoon after his Return, he entered on the 
Work of the Miniſtry. His eminent Fur- 
niture, and Abilities for his Work, were 
ſoon taken Notice of; ſo that, the next 
Year, he was choſe Aſſiſtant to the Reverend 
Dr. Singleton, and upon the Doctor's Demiſe, 
in the Year 1706, the Church called him 
to be their Paſtor; in which Relation he 
continued for upwards of Thirty-ſix Years. 
The Church, when he accepted the Paſtoral 


Charge of it, was very ſmall; but God 
bleſſed his Miniſtry, to raiſe it by numerous 


Additions. In a few Years their Place of 


Worſhip was become too ſtreight, to con- 


tain the Numbers that deſired to attend on 


Mr. Neal's Miniſtry ; which obliged them 
to remove to a larger Houſe. And how 
well his Miniſtry was attended in this Place, 


for many Years, you need not be told. But 


the Infirmities of Age ſeemed to come upon 
| him ſooner in Life, than they afially do 


Men of fuch teproachiable Tempe- 
tance as Mr. Neal was. Lowneſs of Spirits, 
in particular, Which he was always inclined 


to, in ſome Meafore, and at Times, has 
gained upon him greatly for ſeveral of the 
. Hitter Years of his Life. Which may reaſon- 


ably be imputed to his over cloſe Applica- 


| tion to his Studies, and his Minifterial Work, 


and 
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and to the want of bodily Exerciſe, for 


which, indeed, he reſerved to himſelf little 
or no time. For beſides his weekly Labour 
in his Study, of preparing for his publick 
Work, twice on the Lord's-Day, and the 
large Portion of time, that was neceſſarily 
taken up in viſiting his F lock, he compoſed 
and publiſhed Two ſuch Hiſtories, as, One 
would think, muſt have taken up a Man 
ſeveral Years, who had nothing elſe to do, 
viz. the Hiſtory of New England, and the 
Hiftory of the Puritans, Works which, Iam 
perſuaded, will do Honour to his Memory 
for Ages to comm. 

© His natural Genius led him ſtrongly to the 


Study of Hiſtory. And I am fatished there 
is no judicious unprejudiced Perſon, that has 


converſed with the Volumes he wrote, but 
will acknowledge he had an excellent Ta- 
lent at writing Hiſtory. His Style is moſt 
eaſy and perſpicuous; and the judicious Re- 
marks, which he leads his Readers to make 
upon Facts as they go along, make his Hiſto- 
tries to be not only more entertaining, but 
more truly inſtructive and uſeful than moſt 

Books of that kind. - His impartial Regard 
to Truth, has received a 'very conſiderable 
Teſtimony, by means of an Attempt that 
was made to diſcredit. his Hiſtory of the 
Puritans, in a Book that was wrote againſt 


the firſt Volume; which Mr. Neal did ſo 
effectually anſwer, and ſo thoroughly vindi- 


cate 
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| cate that Volume of his Hiſtory, as may 
reaſonably perſuade us that he could, and, 


no doubt, would have as thoroughly vindi- | 
cated the other Volumes; from what has 
been ſince publiſhed againſt them, if the 
declining State of his Health had permitted 
him. However, it certainly ought not to 
be caſt as a Reproach upon an Hiſtorian; who 
has occaſion to relate ſuch a Multitude of 
Facts, which his own Eyes have never ſeen, 
nor his Ears: heard, but for which he muſt 
intirely depend on the Teſtimony of others, 


if a few little Miſtakes ſhould have crept 


1nto his Hiſtory: Such Errors are unavoid- + 
able; and it is no other Imperfection than 

what, probably, belongs to all mere human 
Hiſtories of Times paſt; that ever were wrote; 
and eſpecially when, after all that has been 
bbjected to Mr. Neal's Hiſtories, I am ſatis- 
Hed, no reaſonable Objection can be made, 
either to his Abilities, as an Hiſtorian, or to 
his honeſt Regard for Truth. 


. _ Whirez Mr. Neal indulged to his Genius 


in Writing Hiſtory, he fill kept his Cha- 
racter and Profeſſion in View, as a Chriſtian, 


Divine, and Miniſter. Therefore he choſe 
for his Subjects, The Hiſtory of New England, 
and of the Puritans. The former Hiſtory 
which he publiſhed in Two Volumes, in 
Octavo, in the Year 1720) contains an en- 

dTertaining and inſtructive Narrative, of the

Ix may eaſily be _ by that lr, 
that Mr. Neal was hearty in the Cauſe of 
religious Liberty. The - unnatural Heats, 
which had been raiſed among Chriſtians ; 


and: the infinite Miſchiefs, which had ariſen 


from the Reſtraints that had been laid, more 
or leſs, by all Parties, when in Power, either 
on the Faith, or Worſhip of their fellow 
Chriſtians ; Lad fixed him in an utter Aver- 


ſion to Impoſition upon Conſcience, in any 


Shape; and to all ſuch Party Diſtinctions, as 
would naturally lead to it. In his own pri- 
vate Judgment he was a Proteſtant Diſſenter ; 
and his doctrinal Sentiments came neareſt to 
thoſe of Calvin, Which he judged to be moſt 
agreeable. to Scripture; and beſt adapted to 
the great Ends of Religion. But as he took 
the Bible alone for his Standard of all reli- 
ious Truth, he was willing and defirous 
that 'all other Perſons ſhould do the fame ; 


And 
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and neither were his Charity, nor his Friend- 


ſhips, confined to Men of his own Opinion. 
His generous Sentiments, as well as his many 


other valuable Endowments, recommended 


him to an Acquaintance with Perſons of va- 
rious Ranks and Profeſſions. Some, who 


are in very high Stations of Life, honoured 


Mr. Neal with their Friendſhip; and there 
are ſeveral, who now make a very conſider- 
able Figure in the learned World, both in 


the eſtabliſhed Church, and among the Diſ- 


ſenters, that were his intimate Acquaintance 


in younger Life. 


Bur his extenſive Acquaintance, and his 
hiſtorical Studies, did. not make him forget 
the Flock that was committed to his Charge, 
and the Duties of his Profeſſion as a Mini- 


ſter. He ſtatedly preached twice every 


Lord's-Day, till the three or four laſt Years 
of his Life; and, I am informed, he HET, 


| devoted two. or three Afternoons i in a Wee 


to the Viſiting his People. 
His Labours in the Pulpit, and his Viſits 


in F amilies, while his Health continued firm, 
were edifying and entertaining. He had an 


eaſy agreeable manner, both in the Style, 
and in the Delivery of his Sermons, free 
from Affectation. In Converſation, he knew 


how to mix grave and prudent Inſtruction, 
1 Advice, with a becoming Chearfulneſs; 
which made his Company to be pleaſing 


and rofitable.

— £.. outſide, as it were, of our dear deceaſed © 


Friend; we have ſeen him converſing with 
Men, and labouring to do them good. Could 
we now view the ſecret. Receſſes of his 
Soul, and behold him in his private Con- 
verſes with God, how much brighter, and 
more inſtructive, a Scene would that open 
to us! J have Reaſon to know, that he lived 
in the Expectation of his Death, as very 


near, ever ſince the firſt Attack of that long 


Illneſs, above four Years ago, which has at 
length, with the Aid of a Fever, brought 
him to his Grave. And he expected Death 
with a peaceful Mind, and a comfortable 
Hope. The laſt time he was at the Lord's 
Supper, which was but a Month before his 
Death, he appeared to his fellow Wor- 
ſhipers, with an Air ſo extraordinary ſerious 


and heavenly, as made ſome ' preſent ſay, 


be locked as if he were not long for this World ; 
he looked as if he were near to Heaven, and 
ſo it proved.
